CELEBRATING 60 YEARS OF GOOFY 


Goofy’s first starring role 
in Goofy and Wilbur (1939) 
left its imprint. The always 
slightly befuddled char¬ 
acter was more and more 
in demand, not only by the 
theater-going public, but 
by the Disney animators 
themselves. Goofy was a 
fun character to work with. 
Director Jack Kinney set 
up an animation unit at the Disney Studio to turn out Goofy 
cartoons, and they soon hit on a successful formula-the 
“How to” series. When Disney’s distributors saw How to 
Ride a Horse, they realized it was so good that it would be 
wasted as a short, so they persuaded Walt Disney to include 
it in the feature The Reluctant Dragon (1941). No other 
Disney character had a series quite like Goofy’s “How to” 
series, which went on for over a decade. Why meddle with 
success? The cartoons were hilarious, as the bumbling Goofy 
tried to teach audiences, in what turned out to be ridiculous 
fashion, how to ski, swim, fish, dance, practice self defense, 
and how to play baseball, basketball, football, hockey, and 
golf among others. But what audiences saw was really “How 
not to.” This series has endeared Goofy to audiences, and 
the humor of the cartoons has proved timeless.

Fantasia. “Interspersed 


throughout the show will be 
several profiles of the young 
musicians,” says producer 
Gail Purse. “One of the most 
important elements is to show 
that music can make a 
difference in people’s lives. 
Communicating the value of 
music programs in the 
schools is another one of the 
program’s goals.” 

A new campaign toward 
this end has been started by 
the National Coalition for 
Music Education, which 
includes the Music Educators 
National Conference, the 
National Association of Music 
Merchants, and the National 
Academy of Recording Arts 
& Sciences, Inc. 

“Their goal is to help peo¬ 
ple understand the impact 
music education can have on 
children’s lives,” says Michael 
Greene, President of the 
National Academy of Record¬ 
ing Arts & Sciences, Inc. 

“People still see art and 
music as a societal frill,” he 
says. Only 29 states have grad¬ 
uation requirements that in¬ 
volve the arts, and the federal 



government spends 
29 times more on science 
education than on arts 
education, according to 
the Coalition. 

Yet research has shown 
music education helps 
children understand sym¬ 
bols, exercise problem¬ 
solving, experience self- 
expression, improve their 
motor proficiency, practice 
self-discipline, and enjoy 
shared work. Researchers 
have also found music has 
an influence on a child’s 
language, social, and 
emotional maturation. 

Aware of the value of 
music to education, the 
Young Musicians Foundation 
was created 37 years ago to 
provide support and encour¬ 
agement to music students. 
The organization not only 
offers scholarships to 
promising children, runs 
a national competition for 
solo performances, and spon¬ 
sors a conductor-in-training 
program but also runs the 
Debut Youth Orchestra, a 
pre-professional training 
orchestra for those 14 to 24. 

Making music accessible to 
children is what Disney's 
Young Musicians Symphony 
Orchestra, the Foundation 
and the National Coalition on 
Music Education are all 
about. “We’re hoping this 
program will say to the 
schools, ‘How could you let 
this go?’ ” says Purse.

ber riding as kids. The big 
trend in cycling-for all 
ages-is trail bikes, the wider- 
wheeled and now-up-t0-21- 
gear answer to cycling in 
the ’90s. 

Trail bikes are to traditional 
cycles what jeeps are to cars. 
They deliver freedom and 
versatility, allowing cyclists 
to cut across open fields, fol¬ 
low dirt roads, and explore 
almost anywhere. And, ac¬ 
cording to Michael Cicchi, 
an experienced cyclist and 
owner of a bicycle shop in 
Ventura County, California, 
trail bikes now account for 
75 percent of the average 
bicycle store’s sales. 

“Kids are excited to do it, 
and trail biking is a great 
family activity,” Cicchi says. 
He sees parents taking little 
children in bike trailers up 
mountain trails; scout troops 
trekking en masse up hill¬ 
sides; and families with ele¬ 
mentary school-aged chil¬ 
dren participating in all-day 
trail-bike outings. 

Trail bikes come with a 
wide range of gears, says 
Cicchi. For the average five- 
to six-year-old, he recom¬ 
mends a bicycle with 20-inch 
wheels and with six speeds. 
For an older child, up to age 
10, Cicchi suggests a bicycle 
with 24-inch wheels and with 
18 speeds. Despite the fact 
that all those gears sounds 
complicated to parents, 
Cicchi says even first-graders 
have no trouble learning 
the system and figuring out 
which gears work best on a 
given incline. 

Trail bikes need to be 
carefully fitted to the child, 
and kids need to get used to 
them before hitting the trail. 
“Give them time to ride it, 
shift the gears, and learn the 
brakes,” Cicchi says. 

Once out on the trail, 
families should keep care¬ 


ful watch for hikers, runners, 
horseback riders, and other 
cyclists, since they often 
share the same trails. Cicchi 
also suggests riders remain 
alert and on the lookout 
for rocks, holes, and gullies. 
Riders should always wear 
helmets. 

Cicchi says he likes to see 
each trail bike equipped with 
its own self-contained set of 
safety and comfort supplies. 
Those supplies should in¬ 
clude a water bottle, tire 
tube and patch kit, basic 
small bike tools, and high- 
energy snacks. “Remember,” 
he cautions, “it takes two to 
three times longer to walk 
the same distance as it does 
to ride it, so in case you have 
to walk for some reason, 
bring food and water.” 

After a ride, Cicchi says 
cyclists should wipe the bike 
down with a damp cloth. The 
bike should be cleaned once 
a month, oiling the chain and 
checking and adjusting the 
tire pressures. Because 
mountain bikes are built for 
rough terrain, the need for 
repair-if the bike is properly 
maintained-is minimal. 

Trail bikes, which cost 
between $200 and $400-and 
up-are steeper investments 


than traditional bikes, Cicchi 
admits. “But,” he says, “if you 
amortize the cost over the 
years the child uses the bike, 
it's not bad.”

a heart, or a dinosaur. 

Instead of a boring sand¬ 
wich, Coune suggests that 
parents pack a muffin with 
cheese slices, or make mini¬ 
sandwiches out of small¬ 
sized hors d’oeuvres bread. 
Even cutting sandwiches 
into irregular polygons, she 
says, can interest children 
in eating. 

When it comes to raw 
vegetables, Coune advises 
cutting them with a crinkle 
cutter or slicing them at 
angles to pique a child’s 
interest. A banana, sliced 
cross-wise (with the peel on) 
can be appealing to a child if 
it's presented on a popsicle 
stick. (Just paint the cut end 
of the banana with lemon 
juice to prevent browning.) 

For the young gourmet- 
and there are kids who 
wouldn’t touch food like 
this-Coune suggests mixing 
grated carrot, olives, and 
cream cheese on bread. Or 
she recommends loose snack 
mixes, combining fruit snacks 
with small character-shaped 
graham crackers, raisins and 
nuts. Some children, Coune 
adds, prefer a small carton of 
plain yogurt with a sprinkle- 
on mixture of granola, choco¬ 
late chips, or cereal for their 
main lunchbox dish. 

While dessert seldom 
needs enhancement, Coune 
suggests that parents let their 
kids make an occasional 
dessert necklace the night 
before school. The kids can 
string cereals, mini-marsh¬ 
mallows and licorice bits on 
a long licorice whip. 

Don't get discouraged 
when certain foods return 
uneaten in the lunchbox, 
Coune adds. “Keep trying 
new things because kids’ 
tastes change. If something is 
rejected once or twice, try it 
again in a few weeks.”

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Patte Barth, the publications editor for 
the Council for Better Education, a non¬ 
profit organization in Washington, D.C., 
that promotes better basic education for 
primary and secondary schools, says the 
first step for parents to take is becoming 
involved with the child’s school. “Often 
parents don’t realize what isn't being 
taught in school.” 

Barth says that in many schools today, 
the details are being missed. For example, 
a school claims that it teaches writing skills, 
but parents discover their child’s work is 
returned home unedited. “Sometimes the 
schools aren’t finishing the process,” Barth 
says. “Spelling and grammar aren’t empha¬ 
sized as much as they once were.” 

Parents should ask the school for copies 
of its curriculum, Barth advises. But parents 
should also be aware that there is a wide 
latitude in how the curriculum is translated 
into course work. Barth encourages parents 
to review the textbooks their children are 
actually using in class to determine whether 
the books cover their subjects thoroughly. 

But it is hard for parents to know what to 
expect of children in different grades. In an 
effort to help parents and educators grasp 
the bench marks that major professional 
associations in education have suggested 
for grades four, eight, and 12, the Council 
for Basic Education has produced a free 
chart: “Standards: A Vision for Learning.” 
(Call [202] 347-4171 or write the Council for 
Basic Education, 725 Fifteenth Street, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20005, for a copy.) 

Parents can make comparisons, using these 
national standards. 

Once the gaps in a child’s education are 
identified, Barth suggests that parents talk 
with the student’s teacher, librarian,or other 
educators to pinpoint specific resources for 
the student to use. Suggestions for outside 
reading and good workbooks that will 
further develop a child's math, science, or 
grammar skills, for example, might be 
appropriate. Barth also suggests that parents 
help their child use an encyclopedia. 

But Barth emphasizes that while parents 
are supplementing the school curriculum at 
home, they need to demand that the school 
offer all its students a challenging 
curriculum. “If the school’s P.T.A. isn’t 
helping parents accomplish this, then 
parents should organize another group. But 
the time to solve these problems is now.”

B y his own admission, Dave Stevens was one very weird kid. While 
other eight-year-olds were trading baseball cards and turning gum 
wrappers into love chains, the future creator of The Rocketeer was 
busy clipping. He clipped pictures of ’20s and ’30s flyers, their outfits, 
banners, ribbons and planes. He saved photographs, hundreds of 
them, of Depression era air shows, airplane hangars, viewing stands, even employee 
costumes, because, as he says, “I knew I would use them one day.” 

And so Stevens did. When, at age 26, Stevens began work on The Rocketeer comic 
strip, the images from those clippings cropped up all over the place. The real Chaplin 
field, for example, which was the spiritual home to heroes Cliff and Peevy in the 
comic, once sat near the movie studio run by Charlie Chaplin, and the field was 
owned by Chaplin’s brother Sid. Likewise the comic strip’s Bulldog Cafe once existed: 
Stevens’s aunt was a regular there. And though he was four when it came down, 
Stevens tucked its image away. 

It is no coincidence that these images of another time pepper Dave Stevens’s 
drawings. He’s a man with a mission. “Even as a kid I had a deep affection for the 
industrial look of prewar America. I loved the sweep of art deco, the streamlined look 
of old locomotives, anything having to do with air shows, air races, power, speed, 

Buck Rogers, Flash Gordon, high-powered action and flying. When I started the comic 
strip, I wanted to expose a whole new generation to these things.” 

Stevens even put autogyros and his favorite “fat little bumble-bee looking Gee Bee 
planes” into the strip in the hopes that if the comic ever made it to the screen, kids 
would get to see them. Of course, Stevens didn’t really entertain any hope that the 
comic would become a film. “Too expensive,” he says. But then Dave Stevens hadn’t 
figured on The Walt Disney Company. 

When the studio decided to turn The Rocketeer 
comic into a film, director Joe Johnston (whose 
credits include the smash hit Honey, I Shrunk the 
Kids ) was adamant about one thing: the movie had 
to be true to the “look” of the book. To accomplish

FROM COMIC BOOK TO FEATURE FILM, 
CAPTURING THE LOOK OF LOS ANGELES IN THE 1930s

this, Disney brought on Jim Bissel, production designer for such blockbusters as E. T. 
The Extraterrestrial and Arachnophobia. It was Bissel’s job to take Stevens’s vision and 
interpret it for film, overseeing the design of everything from sets to props to costumes. 

Naturally, Bissel started with the clippings. Recalls Stevens, “At the start of the film I 
turned my library, all my photographs, even blueprints from the 1937 National Air 
Races, over to Jim to use.” And Bissel and his staff used them all. Every billboard, 
every graphic, every pen, button, photograph and bottle is true to the period of 
the film. For Stevens, it was the vision in his mind given three-dimensional life. 

“The sweetest moment for me,” he says, “came on the first day of shooting. I’d 
been watching the Bulldog Cafe go up, bit by bit for weeks, but when I got out 
of my car that morning, there was the Bulldog, just the way I’d seen it in my 
mind, right down to the flowers around the dog’s feet.” 

Bissel claims the sweetest times are when his designs give context and 
texture to a character, “adding resonance and, hopefully, some wit.” Take the 
home of the film’s villain, movie star and Nazi spy Neville Sinclair. “When 
you have a ’30s movie star, the first thing people do is put him into a Tudor 
mansion. But in this case you want to underscore the fact that Neville is 
both decadent, that’s his Hollywood side, and rigid, that’s his Nazi side. The 
early Los Angeles designs of Frank Lloyd Wright seemed ideal for making this 
point. They are all vertical lines, but with a seriousness as well. Perfect for a Neville 
Sinclair.” 

Ironically, the helmet and the rocket pack, designs that everyone associates with 
The Rocketeer , gave Bissel his biggest headaches. “The three-dimensional designs 
needed for a film are infinitely more complicated than the two-dimensional images in 
a comic,” Bissel says. “When Dave drew the helmet and the rocket pack, his only 
consideration was that they look good. Unfortunately, it’s not that simple in film. If we 
designed something rounded, like the rocket pack in the book, it didn’t fit the human 
body. If the actor was able to move in it, it looked too small and inconsequential. If it 
was big enough to see, the actor couldn’t move. We went through prototype after 
prototype, finally deciding on a NASA-like double thruster design, then streamlining it 
so it had a retro look. It was the same story for the helmet.” 

As for Stevens, he liked the rocket pack better in the film than “the toy bomb” 
design he drew in the comic. In fact, he liked the designs for the entire movie. “When 
this thing began, I worried that the design part would be the most frustrating. But it 
turned out to be a wonderful collaborative experience. I feel very fortunate that we 
ended up with something so close to what I put down on paper. In Hollywood, it 
doesn’t happen that way very often.”

THE MAKING OF SGT. PEPPER 

Sunday Night Showcase's 
Beatles festival begins 
with the U.S. premiere of 
The Making of Sgt. Pepper , 
Sunday, September 27, 
at 9:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific Time) 


of The Making of Sgt. Pepper , Beatles fans have their first oppor¬ 
tunity to discover some amazing secrets from behind the scenes. 

In The Making of Sgt. Pepper , we join producer George Martin 
at the recording console as he plays rare outtakes, rehearsals, 
and for the first time, the actual individual tapes used to create 
the rich and colorful sound of the completed album. It is simply 
riveting to hear a solo vocal by Paul, without the instrumen¬ 
tation. Martin explains that the title track, “a good ol’ rocker,” 
was written by Paul as the perfect invitation to “come and join 
our show—listen to us—we’re a great band!” 

Archival footage is intercut with recent talks with George, 

Paul and Ringo, who reveals that he refused to sing the original 
lyric for the second song on the album:“What would you think 
if I sang out of tune/Would you stand up and throw tomatoes at 
me?” Ringo explains his fear: audiences threw all sorts of things 
at the band in those hysterical days. And how could Ringo have 
known that The Beatles would never tour as a group again? 

“At first, we were like nervous kids with the schoolteacher,” 
says George Harrison of the complex relationship between the 
distinguished George Martin and the playful lads from 
Liverpool. “He was like the big cheese,” adds Ringo with a chuckle. 

One of the most intriguing aspects of The Making of Sgt. 
Pepper is the discovery of John Lennon’s lyrical inspirations. 
Finally, it is confirmed that “Lucy In The Sky With Diamonds” 
was inspired by a painting done by John’s son Julian. George 
Harrison also recalls walking into an antique shop with John 
and finding an old circus poster that would provide most of the 
lyrics in “For The Benefit of Mr. Kite.” Viewers will be especially 
amused by the surprising inspiration for “Good Morning, Good 
Morning.” George Martin suggests that much of the band’s 
popularity may have stemmed from the fact that John drew his 
inspiration from very ordinary human sources. 


And what story of Sgt. Pepper would be complete without an 
investigation into the making of the star-studded cover for 
the album? Designer Peter Blake humorously recounts the 
photo-montage assemblage of Beatles heroes, which ranges 
from Bob Dylan and Marlene Dietrich to Marlon Brando and 
Lawrence of Arabia. 

Among the many contributing to this Disney Channel special 
is present day superstar Phil Collins, who says that Sgt. Pepper 
had “an amazing effect...how it opened the doors!” 

In the closing moments of the program we join George Martin 
to learn about the album’s final cut, “A Day In The Life.” “It was 
John singing and playing acoustic guitar,” he recalls, “Paul on 
piano, George on marachas, and Ringo on bongos.” Instead of 
the customary 1 -2-3-4, we can actually hear John doing one of 
his jokey countdowns, in perfect rhythm: “Sugarplum 
fairy-sugarplum fairy.” 

“Even in this early take,” Martin says, “he has a voice that 
sends shivers down the spine.” It is spine-tingling, and this 
program is a special treat for anyone interested in the history 
of popular music. For Beatles fans it is the discovery of treasures 
buried for a quarter of a century. 

We caught up with Ringo just before this summer’s tour with 
the“All-Starr Band” and asked him how he would compare the 
making of his new album, Time Takes Time , with the album he 
made 25 years ago with John, Paul, and George. A thoughtful 
moment, a wistful look, and then the only answer there could 
be: “No comparison.” After all, what could compare with rock 
’n’ roll’s milestone recording?
